After talking with the Kennedy 
people, who are remarkably frank, 
this is a basic story of what or- 
ganization means. After the 1956 
failure to be nominated for the 
vice presidency Kennedy thought 
it over. He brought in experts. 
They took polls. and ran surveys. 
One fact emerged. It was that 
in politics the unsuccessful faces 
quickly grow old. New faces tend 
to attract voters weary of the old. 
So Jack Kennedy determined to 
make a 1960 bid for the presi- 
dency. He did not wait. As mem- 
bers of his staff explained, he be- 
gan early in 1957. He created 
staffs. The members are part 
professional, part volunteer. 


The Picture 


“We went into each state,” said 
the staff member who was giving 
me the picture. “We made it 
local. We had an idea. We picked 
the young politicians who were 
tired of trying to break in. We 
gave them help and ideas. This 
was more than three years ago. 
All this time we have kept in 
touch. We have sent in field men. 
We have created index files. We 
have seen to it that never once 
did they feel neglected or for- 
gotten. 


“Remember this was more than 
three years ago. 


“Then, about a year ago we 
went in and hired some old-timers. 
Often they were men who were 
out of politics. They had been in 
the legislature for a long time 
and some of them had lost out. 
But they had a following. They 
had know-how. They were espe- 
cially good at being able to talk 
with the average delegate. They 
knew them. From these people 
we got ideas of local interests. We 
wrote letters about all this. We 
even checked into the Republican

Mayor Hits

Mayor Hartfield criticized the 
Democratic National Convention 
Tuesday for its civil rights plank 
calling for the outlawing of lit- 
eracy tests for voting qualifica- 
tions. 


“I do not approve of misuse of 
the literacy test but it is one of 
the bedrocks of democracy,”’ he 
declared while rapping the plat- 
form committee for limiting 
Georgia’s voice in its delibera- 
tions. 


“The Democrats better remem- 
ber that they may win a conven- 
tion and lose an election if they 


are not careful,” the mayor 
added. 
Meanwhile, U. S. Rep. Erwin 


Mitchell of Dalton leveled some 
sharp criticism at state party 
leaders Tuesday for failure to 
support the national party.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit- 
ed States accused the Soviet Un- 
ion Tuesday of recklessly shooting 
down an American plane well out- 
side Soviet territory and solermnly 
warned of “‘most serious conse- 
quences” if there is repetition of 
such an act. 


A note delivered in Moscow re- 
jected a Soviet charge that an 
RB47 jet plane of the U.S. Air 
Force had violated Soviet air 
space before being shot down. The 
note declared the reconnaissance 
bomber was never closer than 30 
miles to the Soviet coast. 


FULL COMPENSATION 


The official message demanded 
immediate release of two surviv- 
|ing members of the plane’s crew 
of six and called for return of the 
body of Capt. Willard G. Palm, 
cormmander of the aircraft. It also 
reserved the right to demand full 
compensation from the U.S.S.R. 
for shooting down the airplane. 


Delivery of the diplomatic warn- 
ing came some hours after White 
House press secretary James C, 
Hagerty on President Eisenhow- 
er’s behalf characterized destruc- 
tion of the aircraft as “‘a deliber- 
ate and reckless attempt to create 
an international incident.” 


SERIES OF FLIGHTS 


The United States told the Soviet 
government that the plane was 
“on an entirely legitimate mission 
over international waters.” 


The mission was described as 
one of a series of ‘‘electrormmagnet- 
ic research flights well known to 
the Soviet government to have 
taken place over a period of mofe

Katanga Premier Moise 
Tshombe has declared Katanga 
an independent state, but his dec- 
laration has no substance in inter- 
national law. 


The only other emergency in 
which Sir Roy would order troops 
to march—again certainly in con- 
sultation with London—would be 
if British lives and property in 
the neighboring territory were en- 
dangered. 


Sir Roy’s comment Monday 
night that the “federal govern- 
ment reserves the right to use 
forces in any role which will best 
serve the interests of the people 
of the federation,” the informant 
said, was not an indication that 
his troops were about to enter 
the Congo but a sharp report to 
what he is said to have regarded 
as an “autocratic and high-hand- 
ed announcement by a British 
Government spokesman, relayed 
by the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, to the effect that the 
British Government would not 
send federal troops into Katanga 
as a result of a reported request 
by Tshombe. 


The Prime Minister is in daily 
consultation with individual mem- 
bers of his cabinet and Southern 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Sir EI- 
gar Whitehead, as thousands of 
Katanga refugees pour into Salis- 
bury from Northern Rhodesia in 
convoys of cars, trains and in all 
available transport aircraft of the 
Royal Rhodesian Air Force. Other 
Rhodesian centers are overflow- 
ing with women and children ref- 
ugees.

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Democrats Propose 


A Bold Platform 


The Democratic platform, released to 
the nation and to the Los Angeles con- 
vention yesterday afternoon, is strongly 
worded and provides a program for a 
fighting campaign in the coming months. 

It bears the unmistakable imprint of 
Rep. Chester Bowles, platform commit- 
tee chairman, an able and articulate man. 
Its over-all statement of principles and 
rhetorical excellence must appeal on the 
whole even to Southerners embittered and 
chagrined over the strongest civil rights 
plank ever proposed. ; 

But in a document otherwise. inspir- 
ing in its daring, the civil rights plank of 
the platform is so extreme it could be self- 
defeating. Because it will tend further to 
divide the country when unity is needed, 
it can be classed as rash political ex- 
pediency. Setting the date 1963—100th 
anniversary of the Emancipation Procla- 
mation—as the year when every school 
district must submit a plan for school de- 
segregation is impossible of fulfillment 
and would create chaos. 

The civil rights plank as written is 
political in tone and intent with too little 
account of the moderation with which the 
problem must be handled. Progress in 
civil rights is a worthy aim but force will 
not accomplish it. 

Few states in the nation—and in- 
deed the patron saint of the party, Thom- 
as Jefferson himself, fought it—are yet 
ready to accept such proposals as that 
which would end literacy tests for vot- 
ing. Thus the civil rights debate will 
go on. 

The platform has something for every- 
body. Built on the theme “The Rights of 
Man,” it calls for relief to the farmer, to 
small and big business, to labor, to the 
aged and to the nation’s children and 
youth. It pledges renewed allegiance to 
the principles of free enterprise and new 
guarantees for federal programs promot- 
ing job opportunities for everybody. 

It calls for an annual growth rate of at 
least 5 per cent to meet the nation’s mini- 
mum needs—certainly a desirable objec- 
tive. 

In foreign affairs, the platform ac- 
cepts the Communist challenge and of- 
fers a dynamic new program ‘to meet it. 
It calls for setting up a new government 
peace agency to work in such fields as 
disarmament. To free nations everywhere 
it pledges partnership in building a better 
life to resist Communist enslavement. 

Looking at it realistically, the party 
nationally is taking a decided turn to the 
left with a bold and positive program 
aimed at stagnation in a number of fields. 
It could shock the country off dead center 
and the status quo. 

But the program must be sold to the 
nation and that remains for the candi- 
dates. It will take a better performance 
than that by keynoter Sen. Frank Church 
on Monday night to do the job. He left 
the convention and a good part of the 
nation cold.

Attempt To Dynamite 
College Will Backfire 


Quick action by FBI agents prevented 
the bombing of a Negro college dormi- 
tory in Little Rock and the possible loss 
of many lives. 

For that we can all be thankful. 

But there will be strong repercus- 
sions. At the very time Southerners 
were protesting the strong civil rights 
plank in the Democratic platform, mad 
dogs of hate resorted to violence in Little 
Rock. 

Nothing strengthens the hand of 
strong advocates of extreme civil rights 
measures like violence of this nature. 

It was a cowardly, despicable plot 
that could well have resulted in the 
murder of a number of students had it 
not been for alert action by the FBI. 

Those responsible for the dastardly 
attempt deserve full punishment. Any 
others who are prone to violence should 
be set straight as to the consequences 
to themselves and the cause which they 
profess to support.

It has been frustrating and it must 
have been humiliating but in the eyes of 
the nation it has been rewarding. We 
congratulate them. 


Instead of indulging in loud histri- 
onics, name-calling and defensive hope- 
lessness, the delegations have registered 
their dissent to the most extreme civil 
rights plank in history honorably and in 
the traditions of democracy. Above all, 
they have not made spectacles of them- 
selves by walkouts, militant defiance and 
screaming. 

The Georgia delegation is no excep- 
tion. Its members have gone about their 
unpleasant task In a spirit of opposition 
without futility. “If we leave the party,” 
they said, “it will be because we are 
thrown out.” They will not accept the 
extreme position but will fight it out 
within the party. 

Southern Democrats will be strength- 
ened.in the party and in the coming bat- 
tles in Congress by their convention be- 
havior.

Monroe Doctrine Lives 


And It’s Not Unilateral 


Nikita Khrushchev arrogantly—and 
stupidly—challenged the right of the 
United States yesterday to stop the crea- 
tion of a Russian satellite in Cuba. 


The Monroe Doctrine is dead, he said. 


“It has outlived its usefulness and died a’ 


natural death.” 


The Monroe Doctrine was a unilateral 
declaration by the United States in 1823. 
The idea expressed in it has been reaf- 
firmed three times in the last 15 years by 
our neighbors in this hemisphere. 


The Doctrine was drafted when the 
United States felt a warning was neces- 
sary to keep Spain from seeking to reas- 
sert its power over countries that had 
revolted and declared themselves free. 


The spirit. of that document is not 
dead at all. It has now been embraced by 
almost all the other countries in the 
Americas. If what Khrushchev meant was 
that the doctrine is no longer a unilateral 
one, then we accept his appraisal. If the 
19th century Monroe Doctrine is dead, 
however, a much stronger 20th century 
Monroe Doctrine is alive in its place. 


This country—and every other free 
country in the Americas—would regard 
Russia’s entry into Cuba as a sign of an 
“unfriendly disposition.” The United 
States, as the major power in this hemis- 
phere, owes it not only to itself but to 
its free neighbors to see to it that the liv- 
ing ideals of this so-called dead doctrine 
are carried out.

Nixon Decides: 
Lodge or Morton 


WASHINGTON—Two revealing facts affect- 
ing the only unresolved question about the <~ 
Republican presidential ticket can now . P 
authoritatively reported: Richard Nixon will exercise that right of 
the nominee to select his running mate. The decision has been nar- 
rowed to two men: Henry Cabot Lodge, U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations, or Sen. Thruston Morton of Kentucky, chairman of 


the Republican National Committee. 


Nixon. will make his final de- 
cision after the Democratic con- 
vention this week. 

As to the personal qualifications 
for the larger role he intends the 
next. vice president to play, if he 
is elected. Nixon has no reserva- 
tions about the fitness of either 
Ambassador Lodge or Sen. Morton. 

It is for this reason that Nixon 
intends to delay his decision until 
he knows who the Demo@atic 
presidential and vice presidential 
nominees will be. 

Nixon intends to accept the tra- 
ditional responsibility and privi- 
lege of choosing the man to run 
with him. 

He will choose between Lodge 
and Morton and will inform the 
Republican leaders in the early 
stages of the Chicago convention. 

Since the vice president con- 
fidently expects that the Demo- 
crats will nominate Sen. Ken- 
nedy, this definitely suggests that, 
in Nixon’s thinking, the Demo- 
cratic vice presidential candidate 
will be a deciding factor in his 
choice of his running mate, 


For example, if Sen. Humphrey

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower signed Tuesday 
a $994,855,000 spending bill for 
military construction projects 
during the next 12 months, in- 
cluding $10,274,000 for Georgia. 


The amount was $193,145,000 
less than Eisenhower asked in 
his budget request for fiscal 1961. 
The President sought $1,188,000,- 
000 for construction at home and 
overseas. 


The total was $72,372,000 less 
than the Senate originally voted 
but $118,710,000 more than orig- 
inally approved by the House. 
The difference between the orig- 
inal House and Senate versions 
was hammered out in a compro- 
mise measure which won fiscal 
approval July 1 in both houses. 

The regular forces got the fol- 
lowing amounts: Army, $148,407,- 
000; Navy, $162,519,000, and Air 
Force, $609,501,000. |

The forecast is 2,208,000 bushels 
compared to last year’s total of 
2,225,000 bushels. 


Milk production during June 
was estimated at 99 million 
pounds compared to 108 million 
pounds in May of 1960. Produc- 
tion during June 1959 reached 99 
million pounds. 

A 13-million-egg decrease as re- 
corded for June from May, al- 
though the 143-million-egg pro- 
duction is a record high for the 
month of June. 


Georgia’s peach crop including 
farm and commercial production 
is estimated at 3,500,000 bushels. 
Last year’s production amounted 
to 3,400,000 bushels. The service 
said the quality of this year’s 
crop was very good but that 
prices have been disappointing.

Angina pectoris (pain in the 
heart region) is a result of a 
heart that isn’t getting its full 
share of oxygen. Shortness of 
breath (as in the second letter) 
may be due to a heart deficiency, 

or it may be due to some other 
condiiaan At the age of 80, how- 
ever, it is apt to be the result 
of the heart being somewhat be- 
low par.

Healing is not a good term. But 
such a heart can still serve us 
well if we will give it such med-

. lication as it can use (nitroglyc 


erin and similar aids) and if 
will admit that the heart needs i 
work to be made as easy as pos- 
sible. 


The same is true if we begi 
to huff and puff because 
hearts have begun to wear down 
a bit from 70 to 80 years of hard 


work. Again, periodic medication} 


often is helpful. It is also help- 
ful for us to take the stairs slowly, 
to break up our walks into shorter’ 
distances. 


We can’t make old hearts 
young again, but we can be sen- 
sible about it, and not demand too 
much. We wouldn't insist that 
1925 roadster go a mile a minute, 
or turn corners with the tires 
scteaming. That would just in- 
vite a breakdown. But if we 
drove our 1925 car along at a 


quiet, easy rate, we'd expect it to 
keep going for quite a long time, 
even if it squeaked and labored. 


“Dear Dr. Motner: My orand- 
on, 17, has been exposed to the 
mumps. Is it true that this dis- 
ase damages the sex glands 
and leaves the patient unable 
to reproduce?—I. A. T.” 


In an adult mumps sometimes 
affects the sexual glands. One 
authority says it can affect them 
in 20 to 25 per cent of cases among 
older teen-agers and young men. 
But even so, not every such case 
of the glands being affected will 
leave permanent results after- 


aiward. Only if the testes are af- 
ifected on both sides, and there is 


shrinking of the glands on both 
sides, can sterility result. In short, 
no, mumps does not always dam- 


age the sex glands.

Now 
the Chisox, who got out of the gate like Silky Sullivan, are rapidly 
closing ground. They’re only three lengths behind the Yanks, a half 
game back of Cleveland. 


Kansas City probably has run truer to form than any club. The 
Athletics were pegged at 100-1, and they've lived up to expectations. 
Boston, a 20-1 selection, is wrangling with K. C. at the cellar door. 


If Washington can get a few home runs out of Harmon Kille- 
brew, who belted two against Baltimore last week, the American 
League could have a five-hoss race to the wire. 


The Yankees don’t have the pennant type of pitching to 
which Stengel is accustomed, but they have the power. And the 
Yankees are the choice here to win by a‘camfortable margin. 


Having picked the Chisox at the outset, I’m switching to the 
Yanks in mid-stream. The Chisox figure to drop back to their 
customary second-place slot.

For sure, four jockeys who started the races won't be around, 
and Rigney, Eddie Sawyer, Billy Jurges and Charlie Grimm 


probably will have company in ‘the paddock before the races are 
over.

New car sales in Georgia climbed sharply in May 
for the third straight month, pushing the total for the 
first five months of 1960 to 63,657—the highest for 
any January-May period in history.

In May of this year, 21,186 new cars were 
registered in the state, more than in any previ- 
ous May and nearly half as many as in the 
preceding four months combined. 


Georgia's May registrations topped the same 
1959 month by 6,512. An increase of 44.4 per 
cent, this compared with a 10.9 per cent gain 
for the nation. 


For the first five months of 1960, new car 
sales were 19,769—or 45 per cent—higher than a 
year ago in Georgia, and 12.5 per cent higher 
nationally. 


The imports, as a group, and all but two domestic makes 
turned in better sales performances than a year ago in both May 
and the first five months here in Georgia. 


The sharp May increase in new car sales in the state con- 
tinued an uptrend that, although not even suggested by January 
and February sales, began with a sudden spurt to 11,166 in March 
—the highest for that month since 1955—and 18,628 in April, the 
highest for any month in nearly four years.
